Itlssocornmoa 
to speak of this as "the pole," says tha 
Philadelphia Ledger^ that we practically 
Ignore the ' southern extremity, and 
sometimes forget that every whirling 
celestial body must perforce have two 
poles. It Is similarly so with reference 
to the celcstiia poles, which are simply 
the points ia tpa:e toward which the 
terrestrill poles are directed and which, 
of course, bear notthe slightest physical 
relation to our globe. These sky-polnti 
are perpetually shifting at a very slow 
but cnlfona rite, because tht sua and 
the moon disturb the balance of tht 
earth by their attractloa cf the slight 
equatorial bulge'of the litter. This per- 
turbation corrects Itself la a regular 
period of nearly 4S.WO years. • 


In this, however, thert Is to derange- 


ment of terrestrlil IitltuJes. which re- 
miln relitlrely the same; tutwlthlaa 
score of years a somewhtt grave com- 
plication ha* come to light. Kustcer, 
at Berlin, proved la 1SSS that latitudes 
vary by a very slight amount, and ob- 
servations maie at various other lifts 
of the world have ccquestlcnably con 
firmed the fact. Uncer the auspices of 
the International Godetle association 
four observing stations hive teen 
planted oa the samt parallel of litltaie, 
two ia the United Stites and one tach 
la Sicily and Jipan. Fcr several ytars 
Prof, a L. Doolittls. director of th» 
Bower observatory of the University of 
Pennsylvania, has cooperated lathis In- 
teresting and dainty Investigation with 
the zenith telescope. 


This vagary of the pole must be occa- 


sioned by a shifting of the earth's axis 
from causes within Itself, and Is pr&V 
ably due to rearrangements of the mat- 
er composing the globe—a problem cl 
alancing. Very great surface changes 
a the Interior, might account for the 
ffect. But whate'-r the cause. It has 
>eea definitely determined that there U 
a species of double movement of the pole, 
nrolving an annual revolution ia a va- 
riable ellipse tome 39 feet In length and 
a circular revolution of somewhit small- 
r diameter with a period of approxi- 
mately liS days. The motion la eici 
case 1s la a direction contrary to that of 
he hands of a clock. It is the glory ot 
precisional astronomy that so small a 
quantity Is discernible. ., .

Alarm Given by Neighbors.

I>ertons who lived near by were on the 
scene. Tte first to arrive saw a wom- 
an rush from tte house, wlfch was 
ttea enveloped la flames, and fall la the 
yard. The neighbors found It Impossi- 
ble to enter the house because the fire 
blocked every entrance. From remark! 
dropped by tbe almost unconscious wom- 
sifi suspicions as to the fate of tbe rest 
of tte family were aroused, and Sheriff 
Etlers was summoned by telephone, the 
woman meanwhile bting taken to a 
neighbor's hornet 


-Tells Story of Deaths. 


Speaking with diEculty. because of 


her Injuries, she said: *l called ths 
tbildrec Into the bouse, one at a time, 
and ctt their ttroats with tte ax. Tree 
I put them in a row on the bed, and, 
after pouring kerostne around the house. 
I set fire to tbe place. I cat my throat 
with the butcher knife.
